demands of the public during the holiday season, and we will have 
the same complaints as heretofore from all sections of the country 
in regard to the failure to supply minor coins on demand. 

I find that the coinage of 5 cent pieces has amounted for the 
last three months to $107,510 and that the stock on hand July ist. 
was $257,060, making a total stock of $364,570, and that the aniount 
on hand now ig $105,190 showing that there have been distributed 
since July 1st $259,380 in 5 cent nickel pieces, 

In regard to one-cent bronze pieces the coinage for the last 
three months has amounted to $64,502 and the stockJuly lst was 
$66,060 a total of $130,562 all of which has been distributed ex- 
cept $105, and there are now orders amounting to $12,365. 

If the distribution of 5 cent pieces has amounted to, ap- 
proximately, $250,000 in the last three months it is safe to say 
that it will amount to much more than that during the succeeding 
three months - I should say double that amount. 


The same is true in regard to one-cent bronze pieces, 


You will see the necessity of providing a stock of these 
coins at once and I will thank you to take the matter in hand and 


provide a large stock preparatory to the usual Fall demand,

CUT-OUTS AND SAFETY PLUGS.

See that the end of the wires are perfectly clean and free from 
oxide. See that the set-screw grips firmly on the wire, so as to flatten it a 
little. See that the wire is not too small for this. The ‘‘cut-out”’ or fusible 
safety-plug melts and breaks the current and prevents overheating of wires 
when overloaded or short-circuited. No cut-out should be a single pole. 


SWITCHES. 


Switches should be placed in dry, accessible places, group them if pos- 
sible, and mark circuits which they control.

No paraffine insulation should be used, nor should cotton painted wire be 
seed, Flexible cord must not be used on fixtures unless wires of different 
polarity are untwisted and separated by at least one quarter of an inch. 


TESTING. 


Individual circuits of every building wired will be tested for grounds 
and crosses with a magneto generator, capable of ringing through 20,000 
ohms, before the current is put on. After thorough inspection by the Com- 
pany’s inspectors, they are authorized upon presentation of Certificate of 
Insurance Inspection to turn on the current.

with forged steel shafts, cut gearing, hardened bolts and nuts, all 
fitted up in the best manner and on the duplicate system. For your 
general line of work we call your attention to the presses on list 
I8 and the punching presses on list 22. The other lists perhaps 
will not be of interest to you, but we send them merely to show 
you the variety of presses we manufacture. Most of these presses 
are now built from new patterns and are of better workmanship and 
design and are heavier and better in all respects than shown in 
the cuts.
